Horses atill 
Tun away, as in years past they have run away, 
and the appliances for stopping them are, in a 
great many cases, inadequate, The writer al- 
luded to makes the suggestion that instead of 
Attaching the lines direct, as now, they might 
pasa over a pulley on the headstall, one end to 
be held in the hand as now and the other fast- 
ened to some fixed part of the harness. ‘This 
simple contrivance, in accordance with well- 
known lawa of mechanics, would exactly double 
the power exerted by the driver. All possible 
#afeguards shoald be thrown around the liabil- 
ity of accident to life or limb, especially as tho 
handling of the reins is often entrusted to tim- 
id or inexperionced persons.

ROOT CELLARS. 
Tho leading features of a good root-collar 
aye proof against frost, neatness, dryness, 
ventilation, #4d cheapness. If a hill-side 
is B6nvPtipntly’noar, it helps much | to se- 
oribOitheke desired onds. An excayation 
slroula‘bé fist Be made, in size, depending 
upon'the ‘reqnired) capacity of the collar, 
and in this bréct fitout frame of timbers 
—postiwith plitult,'tk ‘a log pen, and on 
which place a stont roof, The oarth that 
has boon excavated i} thrown over the 
structure, until the whole is covered to the 
depth of two feet. A door should be made 
in tho exposed ond of the cellar, through 
which the roots may bo put in and taken 
out. The smaller the door, and still be 
convenient, the better, as it allows of less 
exposure to the frost, A quantity of straw 
pressed in the door-way, will aid greatly in 
keeping out tho frost. Every farmer, with 
many roots to be stored,should have a root- 
collar, eithor by itself, or in the lower part 
of the barn, It is not well $o store alarge 
quantity of roots in the cellar of the house, 
as the gases rising form them during Win- 
ter may cause sickness to the inmates. 
or v 
THE SUGAR BEET. 
The Soil and Climate of Ontario Suitable 
for Its Cultivation. 
Some timeago a movement was made 
towards establishing a beet-root sugar 
manufactory at Egiington,a few miles 
north of Toronto, on. Yonge street. A num- 
ber of farmers looked with some favour on 
the growing of sugar beet. A couple ot 
mectings were held, and the question was 
retty well discussed. The matter quiotly 
Tred away, however, and the American 
gentleman who was principal mover in the 
scheme took his departure. 'Thore is eyery 
likelihood of the scheme being revived,and 
in view of this the opinion of Mr, Edward 
L, Cull, of Toronto, in an able article writ- 
ten by him to The Sugar edt, of Phila- 
delphia, discussing the topic of beet root 
cultivation, will be interesting. In Mr. 
Cull’s opinion, and that of other experts, 
' the land throughout Ontario, and more 
particularly the county of York, is pecu- 
liarly adapted for raising beet root, and if 
a factory were to be put iu operation for 
its manufacture into sugar, it would be 
sure to result in a financial success. The 
principal purpose for which the root is 
grown in Canada at the present timo is 
FOR CATTLE FooD, 
as it contains a greater amount of nourish- 
ment than manjgel wurtzol. The main 
drawback to its boing aera grown is 
the trouble and expense caused by the ne- 
cossary work of having to thin oft tho 
plants by hand, as the junction of the plants 
is too close to allow of the work being 
done by the hoe. Were it not for this the 
beot could ba grown with groater ease than 
the turnip, not being subject to tho attacks 
of the fly, and because of its early and 
vigorous growth, ‘The exponse of thinning 
by hand is not so muoh felt in Europe, 
where the labour of women and children 
can bo obtained for merely nominal wages, 
but this does not apply to Amorica, whore 
noither these two classes of labour can bo 
easily obtainod to do such distasteful and 
disagreeable work. From numorous triale 
mado in the provinces of Ontario and Que 
beo it has been tound that tho quality of 
the roots grown in these provinces 
18 GREATLY SUPEKIOR 
to tho average of Europoan grown beets ; 
and so much so is this tho fact that several 
beot-sugar factories have been started in 
the province of Queboo, with Iuropoan 
fands supplied, in consequence of the 
favourable analysis of tho root grown in 
Canada, which haye beon sont to Europo 
and mado public amongst persons well 
posted in bool-sugar lore, One causo ase 
signed for the absence of factories in this 
district is the requirement of a large capital. 
Of couse, when anyone attempts tho art of 
beot-sugar making ho must not only uoder- 
stand the process, but be prepared to keep 
down his working oxponses to tho lowost 
possiblo figure ; and if this is done, a small 
beot-sugar factory will succoed as well na 
| a large one in proportion to its size. The 
oxponses of a beet-sugar factory have been 


groatly reduced since the power of diffusion 
has been adopted, and tho well-known in- 
gonuity of tho pooplo of thig new world 
will still reduce it toa far greater extent. 
Another drawback is that farmora will at- 
ompt to grow beets in land which is

Blaine is reported as saying that he 
will retire from the Cabinet in December, 
aod that in January there will be such a 
reconstrnction asto make the Cabinet 
Grant from topto bottom. This may the 
lonest impression of the present Secretary 
of State, andit may be only a rumor, but 
it lias all-the clements of probability. 
President Arthor wonld not challenge pub- 
lic suspicion by immediately reversing 
Garfield’s pelicy,but he may Lide his time, 
with a fixed determination to roward his 
Stalwart friends in due season. Grant 
and Conkling are not easily satisfied, and 
now that the Prosidency is controlled by 
one of their fastion they will not be 
indifferent to the chavees of preterment 
that may offer, 


LORD LORNE'S DEPARTURE. 


The Governor-Genggal will leave Ottawa 
on Friday atternoon next for Quebec, en 
route for England. Major-General Sir 
Patrick McDougall, who is to be Adminie- 
trator of the Government, will take up his 
residenco at Rideau Hall during the abeence 
of Lord Lorne. Woe observe that some of 
onr exchanges are disposed to say “ good- 
bye” to His Excellency, being convinced 
that he will not return to Canada. They 
point ont the exceptionally disagroeable 
duties that have been forced upon him by 
the partisan rancor and political malignity 
of the past few years. Tho determination 
otthe Tory party to dismiss the late M. 
Lotellier from tho Lieut.-Governoxship of 
Quebec, to which unconstitutional act Lord 
Lorne strongly objected, was a sourc: of 
much annoyance. It is well known that 
the question was referred to the Colonial 
Office, by His Excellency, at the nrgent 
solicitation of the Cabinet, but no sooner 
had the reference been made than Sir Jon 
threw the whole responsibility of tho act 
upon the Goy.-Genoral, at the samo time 
intimating that the Ministers had been Op- 
posed to the reference. Such conduct by 
an unscrupulons political leader not only 
surprised but greatly annoyed His Excel. 
lenoy, and there is no secret about the de- 
mand made for a retraction of the untrath- 
fal atatement made by the Premier on the 
Moor of the House. 

The Princess accepted this as an indica- 
tion of the use party politicians would 
make of her husband, who was Supposed 
to be tho representative of the Queen in 
the administration of the Government of 
Canada, She was disgusted with her po 
sition at once, and embraced the first 
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and his royal consort at Rideau Hall again 
before many months pase.

MIGH AND LOW WATER. 


‘Mr. D. D. Calvin, M. P. P., who is an 

aoknewledged authority on marioe matters, 
thinks the cana! at the Gallops, in the St. 
Lawrence, has unquestionably increased 
the ontflow of water from the river and 
ftom the rapids, aud this, he believes, ac: 
punts for the low water that prevails at 
the present time. With all due deference 
to Mr. Calvin’, judgment, we take issue 
with him on this question at once. The 
Gopth of water in Lake Ontario (we will 
wot inclade others of the chain) is not 
flected by canals along the St. Lawrence, 
mer do we consider the prevalence of dry 
weather to haye much to do with it. Those 
who have lived many years on the shores 
$f the Lake,and have observed the rise and 
fall of the water, remark that there are 
periods of an ebb and flood tide, when the 
difference in depth, as shown by tho water 
marks, is Very great. The writer has dis- 
tinet recollections of the remarkably low 
water in Lake Ontario some thirty yours 
ago, wlien boya eight and ten years of age 
gould wade folly half a mile from shore in 
some places by rolling the legs of their 
pants above theirknees. Bare rock and 
white, dry sand stretched away from the 
beach twenty and thirty yards, and land 
that had been under water formerly was 
Masily and profitably cultivated. There 
Wore no cuttings along the St. Lawrence 
then {o increaze the flow of water trom the 
Eake, nor do we remember that an unusu- 
ally protraeted dronght prevailed during the 
eontinnance of the low water. This state 
of affairs lasted for several years, with 
Spring and fall variations. Subsequently, 
4 period of high water set in, when all the 
each formed. during the ebb tide was 
washed away, and small boats could easily 
be navigated where grain had been grown 
& few years. previously. The year the 
steamer Ocean Wave was burned between 
Point Peter'and the Ducks very high water 
provailed. Large fields bordering on the 
shore, which bad “been cultivated, were 
sabm, to the depth of three and fonr 
feet, andthe boys amused themeelves 
mndq-cats."” and “ suckers” 
. to how potatoes and rake 
hay. Since thon, again, lower water hag 
prevailed; but not fo the extent referred to 
above. 
_ The same persons have also remarked 
that thedead and decaying timber found 
n the marshy land along the lake shore, 
shows that many years ago the soil was 
tauch better suited for vegetable purposee. 
This timbér/bad grown to a large size be- 
fore the high water interfered and changed 
the whole aspect of affairs. We lave 
gathered grapes and cranberries where 
Low thoro is not a vestige of soil or yoge- 
fation, and whore the water is several feet 
deep. Such chariges aro doubtless peculiar 
to all land washed by large bodies of water, 
but they unquestionably prove tbat Mr. 
Calvin's theory is ‘all moonshine,” 

We know that the water in Lake QOn- 
tario is much higher now than it was 
thirty yoars age ; and also that it is much 
lower than it was twenty years ago. Those 
who have theories to propownd may ac- 
‘Sunt for the changes, but certainly the 
onstruction of canals on the St. Lawrence 
Gps not threaten to drain the Lake,

FOUND DEAD. 


Suspicions of foul play—the Verdiet 


Tho following painful intelligence baa 
roference to Mr. Albert Roblin, son-in-law 
of Mr. Isaac Maboo,of Athol township : 

—On Fi iday morning last, Albert Roblin, 
was found dead in a fence-corner on his 
farm, near Bervie. Tho deceased pur- 
chased the farm about eight yonrs ago,and 
worked it until last yoar when he rentod 
it to John Porteous, and with his family 
moved to Prince Edward county. His 
wife was anxious to get back on the old 
farm, and on Monday of last week Mr 
Roblin came up hero and mado arrange- 
ments with his tenant to again take 
possession. A firo had been started in 
a slash for the purpose of cloaring it 
up. On Thursday night the wind was 
blowing fresh and Mr. Roblin conclu 
ded to watch the fire all might for the 
purpose of preventing it spreading to the 
fences. Tho last seen of him alive was 
about nine o'clock that evening. In the 
morning Mr. Porteous went to tho field to 
look after his cattle. Ho saw Mr. Roovlin | 
lying near a fence, as he thought sleeping, 
with his hat lying a short distance away, 
Going up to awake him he was horrified to 
find that ho was quite dead. The neigh- | 
bors were called and the body was remoy- | 
ed to the house. ‘There was not a braise | 
of any kind on the body,and as he was lying | 
some distance from tho fire, with the wind 
blowing from him it was hard to believe 
that he had beon suffocated. Dr, Bradley 
wasscallod and after an oxamination he 
gave it as his opinion that death had been 
caused by suffocation. Jas. McGuire and 
John Porteous were in town on Saturday 
to soo if Coroner Martyn would hold an in- 

ues, Under the existing law which says 
that an inquest shall net be held unless 
there is suspieion of foul play, the coronor 
could not act. Mrs Roblin was telegraph- 
od to and she arrived on Saturday evening, 
The body was buried in Kincardine ceme- 
tery on Sunday. Tho deceased was woll- 
known here, and his sudden death caused 
ashock to his acquaintances. He was 
thirty-six years of age, a strong robust 
man and always enjoyed good health. 
He leaves a tamily of four children. 
Since the above was in type we learn that 
the family of the deceased are not satis- 
fied unless aa inquest be held, The facts 
were transmitted to the County Crown 
Attorney, who has ordered an inquest 
The body was exhumed and Corener Mar- 
tyn held an inquest. 

VERDICT. 


That the lato Albert Roblin came to his 
death on the night of the 15th or the 
morning of the 16th, from injuries receiv: 
ed by the fall of a tree stub, causing frac- 
ture of seven ribs and the laceration ot his 
liver.” KincardineReview.

he was right ; and we felt ashamed of our 
is stupidity,and would like to know if there 
any one smarter than we, that can. with- 
out consultation with Mr. Smith, go and 
measure the Gracie, and the Atalanta, and 
Mischief, and calculate their several cubic 
eontents, and their proper allowance of 
time, and agree with his figures. Wo are 
game to bet a five cont cigar that no such 
man can bo found among the expert math 
omaticians of this country.’ 

Rditorally the Spirit also remarks :— 

New York yachtsmen seem to have un- 
bounded confidence in our invincibility, 
and sonsider.these races already “all over 
but the shouting.” In our Yachting De- 
partment will be found some critical com- 
ments on the Atalanta’s model. Sho is 
unquestionably a fine yacht—Captain Onth- 
hort would not be fool enough to come 
here with any othor—but in these races 
she will meet the pick of our pleasure navy, 
the heroines of a hundred honorable vic- 
torics. In all human probability this 
Capadian Atalanta is not as supernaturally 
swift as was her Arcadian anti-type, tho 
daughter of Jasus ; and her competitor — 
whether Gracie or Mischiof—will not need, 
as did Melanion of old, to borrow from 
Venus golden apples with which to delay 
her fleet-footed antagonist.

“A Tragedy of 1819, 


A CANADIAN GOVERNOR-GENERAL 
WHO DIED IN A BARN. 


A Sad and Sudden taking off.—The Duke 
of Richmond’s ase Reign 
Terminated by a Fox Bite. 

A good deal is being said in the London 
papers just now on the subject of hydro- 
phobia. Dealing with the question, the 
Daily Telegraph recalls mournfully in the 
history of Canada the death by hydropko- 
bia of the Duke of Richmond soon after 
his Lordship bad commenced what prom- 
ised to be a successful term ot official lite. 
Tho Telegraph adduces, as an evidence 
that the bite of other animals is something 
as dangerous as that ofa deg, the well- 
known case ot the grandfather of the pre- 
sent Duke of Richmond, who was Gover- 
nor-General of Canada in 1818, and died 
there in the August of 1819, trom 
the effects of a fox’s bite. Tho 
story was elaborately told by the 
late Lord William Lennox in the 
“Fifty Years of Biographical Reminis- 
cences,”’ and is well calculated to warn 
careless roaders of a not uninteresting vol- 
ume against the danger of putting their 


hands within reach of a so-called tame,but 
really wild and chained-up, fox. We are 
informed by Lord William Lennox that his 
father had determined on a tour of inspec- 
tion to the Upper Provinces of Canada,and, 
after a farewell banquet to his civil and 
military subordinates, the Duke set off in 
the midsummer of 1819 from Quelhadin a 
Government steamer, whose head was 
pointed up the St. Lawrence river, Lord 
William accompanied his father, on whose 
staff he was serving as military aide-de- 
camp, as far as Montreal, whence the Goy- 
ernor-General made his way to Fort 
William Henry, lying on the south bank 
ot the great Canadian stream. ‘‘Here,” 
says Lord William, ‘occurred an incidont 
ofa most frightful naire, which totally 
changed the aspect of our hitherto happy 
residence in this distant colony.” It ap- 
pears that one of the English soldiers at 
Fort William Henry had 
A PET Fox, 

and that an oflicer there, named Captain 
FitzRoy, owned a bull terrier, between 
which and the fox there had been several 
fights. The fox was in a highly-excited 
condition on the day when the duke hap- 

ened to take notice of him, and just 
Pefore mounting his horse to inspect the 


the fox on the head, The animal instantly 
snapped at the Duke's band, biting him 
slightly, upon which he took hold of the 
fox’s ear, exclaiming ‘*You'il bite, will you, 
yourascal ?” The brute at onco seized 
him near the lower joint of the right

BISHOP CLEAR 


The Diocesan Debt tobo Liquidated, 


| 


Sunday night Bishop Cleary, at tho con 
clusion of his discourse, stated that ho and 
his clorgy woro about to propare a project 
for tho liquidation of the debt of tho parish. 
Tho large debt had been contracted. from 
various sources, and the interoat of which 
if something wero not dove bofore leng, 
would swamp tho chnroh. Ono of the 
thinga which assisted in accumulating the 


| debt was tho fact that this diocese made 


no provision for the support of its Bishop, 
Porhaps this custom became permanent, 
becauge,at one time,tho Bishop used to re- 
colve n stipend from the Imporial 
Governmont, but that stipend was com- 
muted and tho money utilized in 
the orection of buildings. Since then 
the Bishop has received no Support 
from the diocese, Notwithstanding, how 
evor, that he had a right to support, he 
would forego that right this yoar in con.‘ 
sideration of tho liquidation of the debt. | 
Of course, when a bishop wants monoy 
partly for oharity, partly for deconoy, and ' 
partly for comtort, and the church does not 
provido it he must go to the bank and bor- | 
row it. Borrowing means interest and in- | 
torest means an increase of the debt. At 
first thoy had thought that tlio amount of 
the debt could be collected by subseription 
in the parish, and an offort was made to do 
80. Tho amount collected wag $20,000, 
but atill a dobt of $21,000 romains. He 
would undertake nothing while both his 
hands and feet were tied in this way. As 
yet ho had not entered Regiopolis, nor 
would he do so till the liquidation of the 
debt had taken place,which he hoped would 
be before the expiration of nine months, 
But when tho pariah was released, his firat 
work would be the resuscitation of the Col- 
lege, which institution he hoped to make a 
credittothe city and Catholic community.

As 
instances, he cites the instruetora in our 
eolleges and universities, officers of the 
militia, and further states that the best 
pulpits are occupied by these terrible Eng- 
ish, 

The whole tone of the letter betrays an 
incipient and hardly dared expresaed de- 
sire to throw off tho shackles, as he would 
doubtless term it, that bind na in this de- 
plorable stato of servitude. 

One would imagine trom the epithets 
and appellations used, ho had gained his 
knowledge of the English from the perusal 
of tho anti-British sheets eircnlated across 
the border,rather than from actual contact 
with them. 

To return to the examples of oppression 
allnded to above. 

let. As to the professors in our Colleges 
and universitier, no personattonds thee 
institutions but for the purpose of attain- 
ing what is usually termed a liberal educa- 
tion.

‘I'he third 
group farnishod a considerable number of 
meteors in 1679 and 1880. 

But although many meteors are not ex- 
pected for some years to como, it is im- 
portant that watch should be kept and ob- 
servations recorded, in order that the re- 
lative densities of different portions of the 
stream may be determined. The point 
from which they radiate is in Leo, and the 
time for observations is from midnight to 
daylight on the morning of November 14.

to use for election purposes tho treasurer fell 
siok and died. Mr. Fillmore was elocted Com- 
ptroller, and many years afterwards marricd 
Mrs. MeIntosh, and received aw part of bis 
dowry, tho money that had been raised to de- 
feat his election. The ex President used to 
enjoy telling the story, and often remarked 
that ‘‘the monoy was placed where it would do 
the moat good" to him.—Lowell “Courier.”

in my house full of suggestiveness to me. 
Whon I partod in 1879 from the Darl of 
Kintore, in London, he said tome: “Mr. 
‘Talmage, whon you get to America send 
me a atick”—by which tho Englishman or 
Scotchman means s cane—“and thon I 
will send yon a stick.”” 
from New York for Abordeon, Scotland, 
but before it got there thegocd Scotch 
Earl had entered upon higher honors 
than Great Britain could over give 
him—eyen the honors that are 
before the throne of God, After a while 
camo, in a very carolul package, a shep- 
herd’s crook beautitully engraved and pro- 
pared, but still a shepherd's crook-the firat 
one I over saw, meaning more to mo as it 
stands in my house than“any other shep- 
herd’s crook possibly could mean. It was 
sent me, I suppose, as suggestive of my 
work as an under shepherd, tho office that 
every minister of Jesus Christ holds, Woll, 
now, the shepherd’s crook was an absolute 
necessity in oldon times, bringing back the 
lost shoop—-finding a shoep wandering out 
in this direction, pulling him back; finding 
a cheep wandering out inanother direction 
pulling him back. All we, like sheop,have 
astray, and ifthe Lord had not dropped 
his crook upon us aud palled us back long 
ago, wo would have fallen over the preci- 
pices. 

There is no animal that struggles more 
violently than a sheep when it is cornered 


and you are trylng to catch it. 1 see ono 
of those lost sheep down in tho glen. The 
people come around and try to catch it. 
‘They only frighten 1t. Elere comes a plow- 
man across the field. He tries to catch it. 
He Irightens it. Tho miller comes along 
and drops the grist and tries to catch tho 
sheep, but only frightensit. After a while 
a man breaks through the thicket, The 
sheop osmes right up to him, He puts bis 
arm around it, and it is pacified.

the revered memories that clustered abont the 
heart of the woman from whom he had separ- 
ated. In she long years that intervened, the 
divorced husband and wifo were often near to- 
gether, and often separated by thousands of 
miles, but no advances towards a reconcilation 
wore made on either side, and none was affect- 
ed. Finally after a decade kad almost passed, 
he was stricken with disease and incapacitated 
for work. From his connection with the man- 
agement of Lotta he came back to New York to 
hunt out some quiet place in which to lie down 
and die, His malady had robbed him of ull 
pleasure in living, and had reduced him to a 
mere wreck upon the ocean of life, waiting to 
be dashed into destruction against the dark 
shore of eternity. He had means to hire ats 
tendance, but the friends of his health and pro- 
sperity had deserted him. Paid sympathy was 
of but little comfort. In this dark hour his 
faithful wife heard of his predicament. She 
was with Hayerly's Strategists in San Francis. 
ce. She at once sent for her sister to take her 
part in the play, and started on her long jour- 
ney to comfort the last hours of the man to 
whom she had given the devotion of her youth, 
and whom she had never ceased to lova in all 
the long and bitter years of separation, Mati 
ual friends arranged a meeting between hus- 
band and wife, and a complete reconciliation 
ensued, which resulted in a now marrage. 
From that hour she was untiring in her atten- 
tions, anticipating his slightest wish, and fight- 
ing with all her strength to drag him from the 
shadow of tho doath-angels wings, Her gentle 
touch cooled his feverish brow and hor loving 
presence brought back glimses of the old light 
to his vacant eyes. He straggled hard, and is 
still wtruggling, against the grim destroyer, but 
it is doubtfal whether he will ever recover. 

When a member of the Dramatic News staff 
callel on Jobn W. Carroll he wus slightly im- 
proved, and spoke freely and feclingly of the 
devotion his wife, Jennie, had bestowed upon 
him. When he spoke of her goodness and 
constancy, his voice trembled ,and he preszed 
his wasted hand upon his sunken eyes, as if to 
shut out tho past.

For ten weeks I have been here on this bed 
and she has tried to nurse mo back to life, but 
there is no hope.” He dropped his hands upon 
the snowy coverlet and closed his eyes. A 
shaft of September gold streamod through the 
lattice and played upon the sick man’s brow, 
but it only added a ghastlinesa to his emaci- 
ation. He indeed looked as though thero was 
little hope.

in this placo the principles which we 
call distinctive ; on the marked Jines of 
cur specinl theological syatem, wo aro 
not asked to travel hand in hand ; \ques- 
tions of oburch polity should be careful- 
ly excluded. Even subjects which do not 
nocosssarily divide us into denominations, 
but which will almost inevitably tend to 
sectarian rivalry, should be anxiously 
avoided. With such mattors we can nevor 
bo treo tospeak. Tho moment we touch 
them tho spark of party atrife is 
liable to be enkindled. What we want in 
such a society is perfect liberty of utteranco. 
Wo cannot have it, nor could we exereiso 
it if we gotit, so long ns wo aro attending 
to our own soparate patches of land at the 
base of the mountain. If wo would 
breathe freely, if like the seers of the olden 
times wo would behold from afar, if we 
would follow outa subject with tho keen- 
ness. of intellectual acumen or with the 
fullness of scholarship, let us seek the eub- 
lime altitudes of spiritual themes, of quos~ 
tions of the mind {and heart of the social 
problema whioh affected the human 
racc. At such altitudes we aro 
safe from party atrife. We can never be 
other than kindly and courteous. While 
there may be the flash of humor, the inci- 
sive reparteo, the pointed illustration, the 


a 


reason of the ministers of the city and ad- 
joining regions thus mecting for friendly 
intercourse and mutual improvement, are 
to be congratulated, as there must bea cor- 
responding benefit to them as well as a {cel— 
ing of satisfaction arising from the good and 
pleasant viow of their pastors dwelling to- 
gether in unity, Even the community at 
large, whether or nob represented on this 
platform, will again form an association of 
ministers whose aim as citizens is the 
public weal, the advancement of social re- 
form, the improvement of the common mind 
and the training and education of the 
young. 

We may ask why form an association of 
this nature? Is it because of a feeling 
that wo must for personal interests defend 
an office that is in these days being fierce- 
ly assailed, and that isjin danger of being 
treated as one of those old and effete 
things which, whatever good they may 
have done in the past, have served their 
purpose, and have no longer any uso? 
I may say for the office which we repre- 
sent, that with all the abuse and witty 
repartee of which it has become the 
natural target, never was the ministry 
of Christ; more highly prized, and its 
Services in greater demand. It is suf- 
ficient to say that there is not an effi- 
cient pastor who has not more to do than 
he can well overtake, and that is sure- 
ly a good test of the estimation in which 
his office is held by the public at large. It 
is a complete auswer to the question of the 
Palpit versus tho Press, so keonly debated, 
that at no period in her history bas the 
Church beon able to command larger au- 
diences, ‘to exercise a more powerlul in- 
fluence for good, or to witness such spon- 
taneous outbursts of generosity in behalf 
of her benevolent and missionary enter- 
prises. Wo need not fear for the office of 
the Ministry, It bas survived tho fierce 
fires of martyrdom. It lives in spite of tho 
scorn and mockery of men. Its continuance 
to prove a atill greater blessing to mankind 
then it has over been in the past, 
is one of the few things upon 
which we een pronounce with absolute 
certainity, and how can it be otherwice ? 
While her forms and statements of doc- 
trines may change, the mission of the 
church is to proclaim essential truth, and 
were her truth ever to be found to be error, 
she would still have the noble pursuit of 
trnth to follow, for there must be trath 
somewhere, and above all sie would still 
have tho practical issue of such trath in 
view as her yery charter and lite, viz. : 
‘Lo carry on to completion the benevolence 
of tho ages of which she is the inspiration 
and the exemplar. No,brethren, the office 
of the Ministry needs neither defence nor 
apology. Its foundation is the rock—tho 
rock of ages. 

The yory namo ‘*Minesterial Association” 
suggests its nature, It is founded upon 
the principle of a number of mon haying 
similar interests and a common work,com- 
bining for definite purposes. But it may 
be asked, Havo we, the ministers of a yar- 
iety of denominations, such a community 
of intorost and work as I have just hinted? 
Aro we not separated by oreed and contea- 
sion, by principle and polity, by our tradi- 
tions and practices, and therefore have 
little in common amonget us? To answor 
satisfactorily these and similar questions, 
wa must eliminate the easontial points of 
difference to see whether there is anything 
Jo\t. Whon we thos take away all that peou- 
liarly distinguishes Methodism and Episeo- 
palianism, the Baptist, the Preabytorian, 
and the Independent Churclies,—is there

It is be- 
coming inus thet woshould be more or 
less acquainted with all Science, with art, 
with pootry, with general literature. And 
it may well be that from time to - timo onr 
mectings may be mado bright with scintil- 
lations that will fall from our moro cultur- 
ed minds. At the same time, in all our 
papers and discussions upon such topics 
wo will assuredly be looking to the fur. 
nishing of our minds and onr hearts for 
the important work which wo have to do 
aa toachors of religion. 

I bayo stated that our work will also 
prove to be of a practical nature. What I 
have said with reference to denomination ~ 
al mattors will necesearily shut ont from 
eur consideration many practical questions 
in which each one of as is interested, Yet 
IT am to be undorstood as only having a re- 
gard to discussions and differences of opin- 
ion upon sectioval matters. There are 
still many practical subjects which may 
come before us. There aro good points in 
the work of another branch of the chareh, 
of which I would like to have fuller infor. 
mation. I should desire to loarn the 
methods pursued by my brethren in prayer 
meetings, in Sabbath Seliools, in pastoral 
visitations, in dealing with inquirera.

‘The intellectual organization 
of the Jews in general inclines them to 
criticism, and the greater namber of thera, 
therofore, are cn the side ofthe opposition; 
but I make no distinction between Ch 
tian and Jewish opponents of iny econemic 
policy, which I conscientionsly hold to be 
profitable for the nation.

The yessel was bound frrm Port 
Hope for Erie with telegraph poles, passed 
through tho Welland Canal on Friday 
night, and left Port Colborne with « fair 
Wind at 8a.m.on Saturday, She must 
therefore have foundered on Saturday 
evening as the wreckage was discovered 
early on Sunday morning, 

Porr Couuorne, Noy. 23.—Tho schooner 
Mary Jane, which is reported lost off Dunkirk, 
left here about 8 a.m, on Saturday last, bound 
for Erie, with telegraph poles, A nice fresh 
breeze from the N.E., which was a fair wind 
for her, prevailed nearly all day, but towards 
evening it shifted to the south-west and blew a 
gale, 

No more news has been received regarding 
tho sunken throe-masted vessel reported by 
the prop. Lake Ontario off Gull Island. 

As yet none of the bodies of the crew of the 
lost schooner Dorr have been found. A piece 
with the vessel’a name on was picked up near 
Port Abino yesterday and brought here, 

The Mary Jane, of whose dismal fate there 
seems to remain no doubt, was owned in To- 
ronte, Captain Plannigan himself having a 
share in her. The captain was a skilful and 
reliable sailor, and his loss will bo a heavy 
blow to bis family.

lant-food locked up in almost all soils. 
Vator, in froozing, expands about, one. 
eighth of its bulk, and with tremendons 
force. Water, if confined in the strongest 
rook and frozen, will burst it asunder. The 
smallost particles of soil, which are in fact 
ohly minute bits of rock, as the microscope 
will show, if frozen while moist are, broken 
still finer, This will go on all winter- in 
every part of the field or garden reached 
by the frost; and as most soils contain 
more or loss Yeloments that all growing 
plants or crops need, a good froering is 
equivalent to adding manures or fortilizers. 
Henco it is desirable to expose as much of 
tho soil as possible to frost action, and the 
deeper the better, for the lower soil has 
been less drawn upon, and is richer in 
plant-food, Turn up the soil this month 
wherever practicable. It thrown into 
ridges and hollows, in field and garden, 
tho frost will penetrate so much deeper. 
Farther, plowing or spading the soil now, 
exposes insects and weed roote to killing 
by seorine Still farther, soils thrown up 
loosely will dry out earlier in spring, and 
admst earlier working, which is often a 
at gain when a day or two may decide 
in favor of a succossfal crop.—American 
Agriculturist for December.

KEEP A BOTILE OF LIME WATER. 


Tf good milk disagrees with 2 cbild or 
grown person, lime water at the rate of 3 
or 4 tablespoonfuls to the pint, mixed with 
the milk or taken after it, will usvally help 
digestion and preyont flatulence. Lime 
water is a simple antiacid, and is a little 
tonic. It often counteracts pain from acid 
fruits, from ‘wind on the stomach,” and 
from acids produced by eating candies and 
other sweets ; also “stomach-ache” (indi- 
gestion) from over-eating of any kind. A 
tablespoonful for a cltild of two years old; 
to a gill er more for an adult, is an ordi- 
nary doge, while considerable more will 
produce no. serious injury, A pint of cold 
water dissolves less than 10 grains ot lime, 
and warm water slill less. Pure lime 
water, even though pretty closely cerked, 
soon deteriorates by carbonic acid in the 
air, which unites with the lime and settles 
a8 an jnsoluble carbonate, ‘To have it al- 
ways ready and good, and at no cost, put 
into a tall pintor qnart glass bottle, of 
any kind, a gill or so of good lime just 
slaked with water. Then fill the bottle 
nearly fall of rain or other pure water, and 
let it stand quietly, corking well. The 
lime will settle, leaving clear lime water 
at the top. Pour off gently as wanted, 
adding more water as needod. Some. car« 
bonic acid will enter, but tho’ carbonate 
will settle, often upon the sides of the 
bottle, and freshly saturated water remain, 
The lime should be removed and a new 
supply putin once a year or 80, unless 
kApk yory tightly corked.—American Agri+ 
culturist for December,

the Crown of England and fealty to the 
laws under which they live, but they 
are very careful not te put their profes- 
sions to a test. Generally these ultra- 
loyalists belong to a class that have 
never sacrificed aught for the weal ef 
their native or adopted country ; and 
enquiry will show that their ancestors, 
even to the most remote generations, 
have been equally careful to preserve 
themselves from all liability to danger. 
No one in Canada, we feel assured, 
would for one moment countenance a 
forcible separation from England. All 
are censcious of the advantages hitherto 
derived from a dependency upon the 
most powerful and enlightened nation of 
the earth, There was a time when the 
protection of this dependency ensured 
the safety of the country from a forcible 
ansexation to the United States. But 
now the circumstances are yery differ- 
ent, and a good many men who dearl 
love England and would be the first to 
offer their services in her defence, believe 
the time has come when Canada would 
be just as safe and much more prosper- 
ous by occupying an independent posi- 
tion, They maintain that so long as we 
are colonials we must be burdened by 
an unnecessarily expensive form of gov- 
ernment, and submit to such treaty ne- 
gotiations as the interests of England 
require. With a Governor-General and 
eight Lisutenant-Goyernors, to Say no- 
thing of Benates and Legislative Coun- 
cils, the people are taxed enormously 
for salaries paid useless functionaries, 
Having entire control of our own affairs, 
the people could be trusted to soon wipe 
out what was costly and superfluous in 
the administration of the Government, 
But, we repeat again, that the men 
loudest in their advocacy of independ 
ence are superlatively loyal to the 
Throne of England, and would give 
their substance, and lives if necessary, 
to save the Queen and constitatien, 
They have no fear of molestation by the 
United States. Our neighbors do not 
craye more territory, While they 
would offer no particular objections to 
the admission of Canada into the 


Union, they do not ask us to join then, 
The isolated newspaper expressions to

ROMANOE OF NIBILISM. 
A Traitor to the Canse Who Was thonght 
Dead Turns Up in New York. 

Sr, Pererseure, Noy. 28.—A great stir 
as beon created among Nihilists by the 
discovery that a Jew, formerly a member 
of the revolutionary committee, is now in 
the pay of the Russian polico in New York, 
and is giving valuable assistance. The Jew 
was arrested a year ago and turned traitor 
on cendition of getting a free pardon ; that 
his death in the fortress should be proclain- 
ed and attested, and that he be given 20,- 
000 roubles to get to America. ‘Tho police 
executed the conditions to the letter. A 
body was procured from a hospital muti- 
lated and buried. The Jew at the time of 
arrest denounced gixty of his accomplices 
and took the police to a laboratory, where 
six men were captared in the act ot man- 
ufacturing dynamite.
